STATE HIGHWAY NEWS. 


Fifty Million Bond Ictue Will be 


Spent by End of 1922. 


The close of 1922 will see the au- 


thorization of the last of the $50,000,- 
OOO bond issue authorized by the vot- 
ers of 1918, as well as every penny 
aiailable for construction from ap- 
propriations made by the Legislature 
in 1919 and 1921. 


When the present construction sea- 


son closes, Pennsylvania will have 
completed 600 miles of iS-foot road- 
way into which concrete enters in 
some form. A similar mileage will 
be Built in 1922. During 1919 and 1920 
the State of Pennsylvania construct- 
ed 666-6 miles of durable highway. 
1910. 1920 and 1921 will approximate 
700 miles. 


The total construction of modern 


type roadways during four years be- 
ginning 1919 will approximate 2,000 
miles. But when 1923 arrives, Penn- 
sylvania will be without funds other 
than the appropriation which will be 
made by the Legislature in that year, 
unless revision of the Constitution, 
which requires the approval of the 
people 
of 
Pennsylvania, - sufficient 


funds for continuation of the road- 
building program cannot be had un- 
til 1925. From 1923 until 1925. there- 
fore, construction would practically 
be at a standstill unless a new Con- 
stitution provides otherwise-
